UTAH SALES TAX “OKENS 


On December 16, 1976 I talked with the people at the Utah 

State Tax Commission about Utah Sales Tax Tokens. One man had © 
been with the Commission at tne time the tokens were first 
issued. According to him the first tokens were purchased by 
the state on June 21, 1937, even thow the tax had been 
collected since 1933 when it became law. The tokens were used 
as a means of collecting sales tax up to May 4, 1951 and the 
Utah Code 59.15.5 still permits their use today if the state 
wants. 

- Some background on the Utah Sales Tax. The tax started as 
the Emergency Act of 1933 and is still with us today. The rate 
started at 3/4 of 1% and by the end of the year went to 2%. 
It stayed at this level untill July 1. 1961 when it was 
changed to 24% only to go to 3% on July 1, 1963. April l, 1969 
saw it go to the present level of 4%. Other factors that make 
it look bigger to day are the local option that came about in 
1959 and the transit tax of 1975. The chart below shows how 
these have looked over the years. The local option and | 7 
transit tax are different in each county and city. &
